Wilburton, Okla., Jan. 14.— (UP) 
— Fire which raged all night in Tne 
Degnan-McConnel Mine Number 21, 
entombing 101 men Wednesday, was 
brought under control 
early 
this 
morning 
and 
preparations 
were 
started to remove the bodies of the 
remaining 87 miners known to be 
dead in the mine.' At IO A. M. there 
were nine known survivors and 92 
listed as dead. 
Fire i« still burning at the 16th 
level. 
Six bodies have been brought out. 
Thirty-one others were located about 
the lateral shalt 260 feet below the 
surface. 
With the pumps rendered useless, 
water seeped into the mine, adding 
new' peril to rescue workers today. 
Rescue work came to an ominous 
halt shortly after 
midnight 
wrhen 
rescue officials on the sixteenth level 
—-a miners’ morgue of black 
and 
w'hite bodies— sensed fire and feared 
a second explosion. 
All but a fe\y 
members of the Pittsburgh county 
rescue squad and two federal rescue 
men were ordered out of the mine. 
Serious fire followed this precaution, 
threatening to incinerate the twenty- 
two white and seven black bodies 
scattered in the scorched catacombs. 
Previously the dank dripping of 
mine water, oozing in on the six­ 
teenth level had caused volunteers 
to enter the dead men’s sepulchre. 
The United 
Press correspondent 
descended with grim-faced rescuers 
to the 16th level and 
viewed 
the 
gaseous dankness of “ white damp’’ 
carnage. 
Dead, scorched men, some 
black, some white, were strewn in 
the 
narorw, 
sinking 
slope. 
The 
body hunters at times were forced to 
crawl on their stomachs, wriggling 
and hoping for signs of life. 
The body of A. B. 
Thomas, 
37, 
white engineer, lay crumpled, bu rn ­ 
ed beyond recognition, 
his 
watch 
.stopped at 8:30 o’clock. 
Thirty-one bodies, scorched 
and 
grimy, lay scattered on 
the 
same 
level. 
At the surface, women in hysteric­ 
al grief shrieked and 
moaned 
in 
their fear; waved their arms wildly 
and called on God to bring back the 
lost. 
Rescue Work All N ight Long 
All night long rescue teams work­ 
ed in peril of their lives. 
Parts of 
the mine are still filled with gas, but 
nevertheless 
workers went 
down, 
curtained off the gas filled chambers 
and fought the flames. 
Most of the bodies will be brought 
up today but some which are cover­ 
ed with debris in remote passages 
cannot be reached for a week, it is 
estimated. 
It is impossible for any of the 
miners to be alive, officials say. 
Sixty state troopers under Major 
General Baird H. Markham and Col. 
E. L. Head are on duty around the 
mine. 
Dawn found Wilburton able 
to 
count only six of her dead. 
Fire 
and water threatened to rob the rest 
of even a human burial.

Eight negroes emerged late 
yesterday alive.

Six bodies were re­ 
covered late last night— three whites 
and

negroes. 
Eighty-seven 
still remain in the mine. 
Rescue 
workers 
already 
have 
counted 67 bodies. 
“Someone Took a Chance” 
“ Someone took a chance and paid 
with his life.” 
This was the verdict 
of John Almond, Henrietta, district 
mine inspector, after he had spent 
nearly 18 hours in the mine. 
Almond wag in charge of rescue 
work during the night. 
He reported that the 
mine 
had 
been checked up by the “ fire bosses.” 
The “ fire bosses” go into the mine 
every morning three hours 
before 
the miners and test for gas. 
If they 
find any appreciable evidence of it, 
they are supposed to close the mine 
while they take immediate steps to 
eradicate it. 
Almond reported that 
the 
“ fire 
bosses” had 0. K.’ed the mine Wed­ 
nesday morning but had left warn­ 
ing notices for the miners. 
The “ fire bosses” were both ex­ 
perienced and Almond believed they 
just took a chance on the ventilating 
system sweeping the gas out of the 
mine. 
Both “ fire bosses” 
were

State officials, headed by Ed Doyle, 
state mine inspector, will thoroughly 
probe the accident today.

Minnesota 200,000,000 
years ago, 
antedating by millions of years any 
previously discovered indications of 
tile origin of life on 
this 
planet 
have been found iii the Vermilion 
iron range, 
This was the statement today by 
John W. Gruner, assistant professor 
of geology and mineralogy at thfe 
University of Minnesota, whose work 
was responsible for the scientific dis­ 
covery. 
Dr. Gruner contradicts the theory 
of geologists that life originated in 
the ploterozoic period. 
His discov- 
establishes that the first plant 
dates back to the archean age, 
first period in the geological scale of 
time.

Four of the m ajor golf titles changed hands during 
a most successful season it) 1925 and the other four championships remained 
in the same hands. 
Bobby Jones, perhaps the most outstanding American golfer of the sea­ 
son, won the national am ateur cham pionship for the second successive year 
and forced Willie M cFarlane into a playoff in the national open. 
In heating Jones in the “open,” M cFarlane succeeded Cyril Walkei as the 
American champion. 
Miss (Henna Collett, 1322 American woman champion, staged one of the 
most pleasing comebacks of the season and won back the title held in 1324 
by Mrs. Dorothy Campbell Hurd. 
Jim Barnes contributed further to American prestige in foreign com peti­ 
tion when he won the classic Iii bish open championship and replaced W alter 
llagen, the brilliant. American, who c a r r i e d off the 1324 honors. 
Robert H arris became a new champion when he succeeded E. W. E. 
Holderness cs the British am ateur champion. 
W alter Hagen, considered by many qualified critics to be the greatest 
money player in the world, retained bis championship by winning tile P. (!. 
A. title. 
Miss Joyce Wet herod, who was declared by Cleona Collett as the finest 
woman golfer in the world, retained the British wom an’s title that she won 
in 1324. 
Because of the heavy expenses involved there were no W alker Cup 
matches in 1925, hut the series between the British and Amriean am ateur, 
teams are to lie resumed iii J92G. 
Radical improvement, in the college game was observed and the class 
has been lifted to such a prominent place by the num ber and ability of the 
competitors that it had almost a m ajor national rating. 
Fred Lampreeht, of Tulnne, also a star player on the varsity eleven, 
won the championship and replaced Dexter Cummings, the 1923 and 1924 
champion. 
Lampreeht was almost as good on the gridiron as he was on 
the links. 
One of the features of tile 1925 intercollegiate rowing season was the end 
of the Washington regime at Poughkeepsie and the continuation of Yale 
domination on the Thames. 
Another Navy crew, alm ost equal to the eight that won the Olympic 
championship in 1924 and two titles on the Hudson, defeated W ashington in 
the Poughkeepsie intercollegiate regatta after a drive that nearly pulled 
their hearts out to the very finish. 
Yale, with the new coaching system of Ed Leader, swept through another 
great season and gave H arvard a rowing lesson on the Tham es in their a n ­ 
nual four-mile race. 
Increase of Interest in hockey, both am ateur and professional, was also 
noticed late in the year. 
Tex Rickard drew a crowd of 17,000, including many of New Y ork’s 
fashionables, into his new Garden to see his New York team open the home 
season of the National league schedule. 
The possibility th a t R ickard’s aren a offers of seating 17,000 to 20,000 for 
a m atch stim ulated the sport in both the am ateu r and professional classes. 
Yale adopted the Rickard Garden as its home rink and about 25 other 
college gam es have been scheduled for the season. 
The am ateur players also revived a league that passed out of existence 
several years ago because of the lack of suitable rinks. 
R ickard’s influence, felt In the presence of a $5,000,000 stru ctu re that can 
provide sufficient space for anything but an automobile race, was felt late 
in the year, and it no doubt will boom every class of sport in the coming 
years.
